Gathering in six moonshine stills 


In-one raia. Federal Prohibition En- 
forcement Officer W. L. Cooper made 
a clean up of a real nest of'illicit 
booze manufactories in the vicinity 
of Glencoe in a few hours Wednes- 
day afternoon. 
In connection with 


the location and destruction of the 
stills several hundred gallons of 
buck was also destroyed. 


It is hinted the supply of moonshine 


around New Smyrna will be light 
for a few days as a result of this visit 
Of destruction by the federal officer. 


According to the statement of the 


federal officer he had been getting 
Information about this nest of stills 
for some time, but had been waiting 
to get the exact location of all of 
them before making his visit of de- 
struction. 
Sufficient information was 


obtained Wednesday morning, and ac- 
companied by Deputy Sheriff J. H. 
Johnson the federal officer made his 
official visit that afternoon. 


One of the stills is said to have 


been located on the property of J. L. 
Ditson 
at , Glencoe. within his en- 


closure, within 200 feet of his house 
and within 50 feet 
of 
the 
potato 


patch where he had apparently been 
-working during the morning. Ditson 
Is said 
to have disclaimed 
any 


knowledge of the still being in ex- 
istence. The still was of 50 gallons 
capacity and 100 gallons of buck on 
hand was destroyed by the officers. 


The other five stills were found on 


•what is known as "Whooping" island 
in the big swamp about three miles 
-west of Glencoe. The officers were 
compelled to wade in water waist 
deep and in a pouring rain to get to 
three stills in one bunch. 
These 


-were destroyed and 250 gallons of 
luck also destroyed. A little further 
On two more booze manufactories 
were located and put out of business. 


, 
The federal oficer is said to have 


the names of the owners of all the 
stills and his evidence will be turned 
over to the federal court, to which 
the owners and operators will have 
to answer. 


Mr. Cooper returned home Sunday 


from Miami, where he had been for 
a week attending a session of the 
federal district court 
in • support of 


cases he had handled around Miami 
and West Palm Beach. 
All of Mr. 


Cooper's cases were disposed of by 
the court and a conviction returned 
in practically every one of them.

KILLED IN WOODS 


BODY 
OF 
COURTLAND 
SMITH 


FOUND 
LYING 
BY 
ROAD AT 


SPRUCE CREEK AFTER SHOTS 


WERE HEARD. 


Lying in the woods alongside the 


road at Spruce Creek, eight miles' 
west of Port Orange, the body of 
Courtland Smith of Port Orange was 
found Wednesday morning with bul- 
let wounds in the body which had 
proved fatal, the young man being 
dead when the body was discovered, 
no 
trace 
of 
the 
murderer being 


found. 


Smith, who was born and raised in 


Port Orange, the son of N. J. B. Smith, 
was 23 years of age, married, left 
his home early in the morning in 
search o.f his cattle, which he knew 
to be in the Spruce Creek district, 
west of his home. 


When he failed 
to return home 


several hours later, a friend, Fred Ted- 
der went in search of him. 
When 


near Spruce Creek he met Mrs. Kohl- 
man, who had recently moved from 
Blake to Spruce Creek, who told Ted- 
der she had heard two shots fired 
in the woods at the edge of the road. 
When Tedder approached the spot he 
discovered Smith, lying on his back. 


Tedder returned to Port Orange, 


where the news was received with 
consternation. A large body of men 
left at noon for the spot on Spruce 


reek where the young man had so 


mysteriously met his death. 


From reports received there were 


no witnesses to the killing, and no 
cause could be given, outside of the 
fact that he might have been shot by 
someone hunting in that district. 
Meither Mrs. Kqhlman or Tedder saw 
anyone in that vicinity at the time. 


Port Orange was grief 
stricken 


when the news reached that town, as 
Courtland Smith was well liked and 
highly respected, as he was in New 
Smyrna, where he was well known.

In-one raia. Federal Prohibition En- 
forcement Officer W. L. Cooper made 
a clean up of a real nest of'illicit 
booze manufactories in the vicinity 
of Glencoe in a few hours Wednes- 
day afternoon. 
In connection with 


the location and destruction of the 
stills several hundred gallons of 
buck was also destroyed. 


It is hinted the supply of moonshine 


around New Smyrna will be light 
for a few days as a result of this visit 
Of destruction by the federal officer. 


According to the statement of the 


federal officer he had been getting 
Information about this nest of stills 
for some time, but had been waiting 
to get the exact location of all of 
them before making his visit of de- 
struction. 
Sufficient information was 


obtained Wednesday morning, and ac- 
companied by Deputy Sheriff J. H. 
Johnson the federal officer made his 
official visit that afternoon. 


One of the stills is said to have 


been located on the property of J. L. 
Ditson 
at , Glencoe. within his en- 


closure, within 200 feet of his house 
and within 50 feet 
of 
the 
potato 


patch where he had apparently been 
-working during the morning. Ditson 
Is said to have disclaimed any 
knowledge of the still being in ex- 
istence. The still was of 50 gallons 
capacity and 100 gallons of buck on 
tend was destroyed by the officers. 


The other five stills were found on 


•what is known as "Whooping" island 
in the big swamp about three miles 
-west of Glencoe. The officers were 
compelled to wade in water waist 
deep and in a pouring rain to get to 
three stills in one bunch. 
These 


-were destroyed and 250 gallons of 
luck also destroyed. A little further 
On two more booze manufactories 
were located and put out of business.

The federal oficer is said to have 


the names of the owners of all the 
stills and his evidence will be turned 
over to the federal court, to which 
the owners and operators will have 
to answer.

and West Palm Beach. 
All of Mr. 


Cooper's cases were disposed of by 
the court and a conviction returned 
in practically every one of them.

Lying in the woods alongside the 


road at Spruce Creek, eight miles' 
west of Port Orange, the body of 
Courtland Smith of Port Orange was 
found Wednesday morning with bul- 
let wounds in the body which had 
proved fatal, the young man being 
dead when the body was discovered, 
no 
trace 
of 
the 
murderer being 


found. 


Smith, who was born and raised in 


Port Orange, the son of N. J. B. Smith, 
was 23 years of age, married, left 
his home early in the morning in 
search o.f his cattle, which he knew 
to be in the Spruce Creek district, 
west of his home. 


When he failed 
to return home 


several hours later, a friend, Fred Ted- 
der went in search of him. 
When 


near Spruce Creek he met Mrs. Kohl- 
man, who had recently moved from 
Blake to Spruce Creek, who told Ted- 
der she had heard two shots fired 
in the woods at the edge of the road. 
When Tedder approached the spot he 
discovered Smith, lying on his back. 


Tedder returned to Port Orange, 


where the news was received with 
consternation. A large body of men 
left at noon for the spot on Spruce 
Creek where the young man had so 
mysteriously met his death. 


From reports received there were 


no witnesses to the killing, and no 
cause could be given, outside of the 
fact that he might have been shot by 
someone hunting in that district. 
Neither Mrs. Kqhlman or Tedder saw 
anyone in that vicinity at the time. 


Port Orange was grief 
stricken 


when the news reached that town, as 
Courtland Smith was well liked and 
highly respected, as he was in New 
Smyrna, where he was well known.

CROSS-STATE CANAL 


SURVEYS ARE MADE 


Preliminary surveys, of what will 


eventually be a deep water cross- 
state canal, extending from Mosquito 
Inlet on the Bast Coast to Port In'glis 
on the West Coast, cutting a straight 
canal through the center of Florida 
and thereby cutting off more than 
1,000 
miles of the route by steamer 


Crom New York to New Orleans, have 
been made this week at this end of 
the proposed route, while surveys are 
being continued west on tte proposed 
route. 


Henry H. Read of New York, author 


j of "Read's Waterway of America," 
and noted propagandist for the steam- 
ship trust is now making a prelimin- 
ary survey for a report to his em- 
ployers on the feasibility of such a 
plan which has been broached for 
many years, but which, will cow be- 
come a reality, according to reports 
which Mr Read has made to the 
steamship trust 


The plans on which Mr. Read and 


his employers are working call for the 
making of Mosquito Inlet the port of 
entry for ships from New York, the 
dredging of Spruce Creek, the can?! 
to follow the waterways to that point, 
where large dockages will bo con- 
structed, a canal 35 feet deep built, of 
300 feet wide. 
The canal will then 


take a course west from Spruce Creek 
through Sanford and Lake county, to 
Port Inglis, just south of Cedrvr Keys. 


While the project of .building a 35 


foot canal, 300 feet wide, is an im- 
mense one, Mr. Read is of the opinion 
that it could be completed in three 
years time, and believes that work 
will be commenced as soon as he fin- 
ishes the survey which he is making 
westward at this time. 


The building of large dockage facil- 


ities at Spruce Cfeek, where the Dixie 
Highway crosses the creek, and th' 
dredging Of the creek and Mosquito 
Inlet up to the dockages, will be one 
of the largest undertakings of the en- 
tire project. 


The new plan of cutting the canal 


across state from Mosquito Inlet to 
Port Inglis, instead of following the 
former plan which has been talked 
for many years of following the St. 
Johns across the eastern portion of 
the state has been substituted as it 
will allow a route shorter, by 150 
miles it is claimed. 


The survey being made at this time 


is backed by the large steamship lines 
or the trust as it is called, comprised 
of lines operating boats from New 
York to New Orleans and Mexico. By 
the cross-state 
canal at this point 


more than a thousand miles will be 
elimated from the trip, 
making a 


saving in time and expenses which it 
is claimed would soon pay for the 
juilding of the canal. 


The 
project is the 
largest ever 


Broached in the state, and will mean 
an industrial boom for this part of 
the state such as has never been seen, 
according to those back of the pres- 
ent plan, furnishing as it will a di- 
rect line for shipment of materials, 
and bringing the East Coast, indus- 
trially, within a few days of New 
York.—Daytona Daily News.

BREVARD WOULD LIKE 


PART OF THIS COUNTY 


A strong effort has been made during 


the last week by several influential 
citizens of Titusville to get Volusia 
county to cede to Bre\ard county 
the lower end of the strip of land 
along the St. Johns river in the ex- 
treme south end of Volusia county 
It is said the tract desired by ihe 
Brevard county citizens contains ^ap- 
proximately 14,000 acres at the south 
end of this strip, below Lake Barney 


The matter was taken up by the 


Brevard county commissioners with 
the Volusia county commissioners, 
who referred the matter to Commis- 
sioner Beck, who represents ttiis dis- 
trict on the county board. Commis- 
sioner Beck, in order to get the senti- 
ment of the people of this section on 
the question, has asked the New 
Smyrna-Coronado Board of Trade to 
vote on the matter and a postal 
card ballot is now being taken among 
the members of the board of trade. 


The Titusville men attended the 


meeting of the board of trade last 
week, explaining to the members that 
the reason for their asking for this 
strip of land is because they want to 
construct a hard surfaced road from 
Titusville to meet a road from Or- 
lando and the state law will not per- 
mit them to spend Brevard county 
money to construct this road across 
the strip in Volusia county. If it is 
ceded to Brevard they can build the 
road 
The Brevard county men stats 


plainly they are not willing to ex- 
change an equal number of acres in 
the east part of Brevard county, and 
in fact will give nothing in return. 
They will be very willing to take the 
land as a gift from Volusia county. 


If Brevard county was disposed to 


make a fair exchange the proposi- 
tion might be considered favorably, 
but there is a strong sentiment here 
against permitting the county board 
to cede this land to Brevard county. 
It is said if this land is given 10 
Brevard county it will take awiy 
about $6,000 in taxes from this dis- 
trict, practically 51% of which will 
have to be made up by the city of 
New Smyrna.
